Extract of a letter from Mr. Chamberlain, dated at 
Honoruru, Aug. 16. 1630, published in the Missionary 
Herald for April. 

Notices of Several Siations. 

(Mr. C. states very briefly some of the more important 
facis with regard to the several stations.J 

With regard to Tauai, the business of instruction has 
been going on as usual. ‘The only thing that ean be allad- 
ed to as an obstruction tw the fullest operation of the 
school-system, has been the ahsence of so many of the het- 
ter scholars to cut sandal-wood for the payment of the na- 
tional debt. But L believe the island is now pretty much 
free from the last assessinent, and that the people ave at 
liberty to return to the schools. 

The state of things at Lahaina, on the island of Mani, 
continues tu be encouraging. On the Pith of July, 34 oa- 
tives were received into the churveh. ‘The schools ave in 
their ordinary flourishing condition, and so great is’ the 
danand for books, that, in’ order to keep the scholars 
throughout the islands supplied, Mr. Richards has given 
this advice to keep both presses constantly at- work.— 
Preaching is, I believe, regularly conducted at two places 
on the Sabbath. Wailuku, on the windward side of the 
island, which the brethren regard an advaniageous place 
for a permanent establishment, has enjoyed the labors of 
Mr. Green part of the time, since his re “NOV ul to Lahaina. 
He resided the re with his family several weeks, and, since 
the departure of Mr. Andrews to Hiro, which happened 
about the fast of April, he has made occasional visits to 
preach and examine schools, He has also made a visit to 
this place of about a fortnight. A case of discipline in the 
eburch bas caused the members of the station some trouble, 
but it is believed that it will be overruled for good. The 
person has been excommunicated. 

{As 42 persons had been admitted to the church at La- 
haina before, the number of natives connected with the 
church of that station, at the date of this letter, Camaking 
allowance for the excommunication above ment ned.) was 
7d.
